Claims 74 and 75 are allowable. 

The rejection of claims 1,4-11, 14-17, 19, 21-24 over JP55-38855 in view of Gibbons et 
al, Vanderlaan et al, Laskey, Malecki et al, Tilley, Bennet and Young is withdrawn in view of 



the Remarks (7/0 1/2009), Pages 6-8, as the prior art does not disclose the use of ^ » 1 2 in a 
contact lens and that said compound reversibly binds silver. 

The Applicant appears to make arguments with respect to claims 74 and 75 in the 
response to the prior art rejection. However, claims 74 and 75 were not rejected over the prior 
art but in the provisional double patenting rejection. However, since the Applicant has 
abandoned copending Application 10/734,762, the provisional double patenting rejection over 
the claims of said application is also withdrawn. 



Claims 5-8, 19, 21 are objected to because of the following informalities: While the 



such, the dependent claims, i.e. claims 5-8, 19, 21, should not make reference to formula I but 
simply refer to the "binding monomer" for purposes of consistency in claim language. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 73 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. Claim 1 on which Claim 73 is dependent already contains a 
limitation where the silver reversibly binds to the monomer.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1,4-11, 14-17, 19, 21-24, 73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The specification and claims as originally filed requires that the monomer be 
contained in a polymer (See Specification, page 2, lines 20-23). As such, the inventors do not 
appear to have contemplated an invention where the polymer is not claimed.
